All dangers of a flood hav e passed 
for the present at least.

o clock. It was to leav e here, accord­ 
ing to the schedu le on the northbou nd 
passenger train at 5:26 . 
The car was v isited by many fann­ 
ers du ring the afternoon. 
A nu mber 
of school children, 
inclu ding 
high 
O 
o 
school 
stu dents, were 
among the 
crowd of interested people who v iew­ 
ed the ex hibit. 
The car arriv ed 
at 
Milroy last night at 5:14 
and 
re­ 
mained there u ntil 10:49 thi> morn­ 
ing. 
The crowd at Milroy was v ery 
good. 
Tomorrow the ex hibit will be 
made at Henderson and Carthage, it 
arriv ing at Carthage at 11 :27 in the 
morning. 
The ex hibit ear is a standard par­ 
lor conch which has been cleared of 
chairs and other seats to allow for 
the Pu rdu e 
materials. 
The main 
body of the car. is thirty --one feet 
long by eight feet elev en Inches wide, 
in which the main ex hibit is placed. 
In < ne end is a state-room where the 
at ten dab ts of the 
car 
hav e their 
berths. 
This allows them to remain 
with the car at all times. At the op­ 
posite end there is a small room in 
which is placed a desk, a collection 
of the best books on agricu ltu re and 
chairs’ for persons who wish to stay a 
little while and stu dy the work that 
is being done. 
The ex hibit consists of eight large 
box es, fiv e by three feet, in which is 
installed, in a v ery u niqu e way , the 
resu lts of the ex periments of the v ar­ 
iou s departments of the Pu rdu e ex ­ 
periment station. 
In these box es are 
to be fou nd representativ e specimens 
of animals 
infected with 
diseases 
su ch as hog cholera, 
tu bercu losis, 
etc. In these box es can also be fou nd 
su ggestions for the prev ention and 
cu re of these 
diseases. 
In another 
box is to be fou nd ;• collection of the. 
best and most serwc able apparatu s 
for the handling of apple orchard— 
pru ning kniv es, saws, spray pu mps, 
nozzles, etc. 
One of the u niqu e featu res of the 
Pu rdu e ex hibit is a model of the pou l­ 
try hou se on the Pu rdu e farm. 
This 
is complete in ev ery detail and giv es 
one at a glance an idea of the ex act 
manner in which this hou se is con­ 
stru cted and its most v alu able fea­ 
tu res. The hou se U simple, cheap and 
easily constru cted, and is a practical 
one and -may be p’aced to adv antage 
on ev ery farm. In connection with the 
hou se are trap mMs. feedchoppers, 
water fou ntains, etc. Literatu re de­ 
scribing all these 
co uld be had 
by 
those who v isited the car. 
On the table U to be fou nd a mod­ 
el of a team of horse>. the work of 
George Ford Morris, r orominent liv e 
stock artist of New York. 
In these 
models are to be fou nd the qu alities 
and points looked 
fo r in a first class 
draft horse. 
In the second of 
the• 
models, is to be 
fo un d the many u n­ 
desirable 
featu re^ 
that 
shou ld be 
eliminated in the hr “ding of horses. 
A v alu able series of < iglit articles has 
been prepared and 
were giv en 
to 
those interested in horse improv ement 
wo rk. 
At the other end of the car \y as 
to be seen a ja r holding two gallons 
o f milk. 
In a ja r o f the same size, 
a lo ng side o f this o ne, wa s 
a qua ntity 
o f wa ter, equa lling tha t 
in the two 


gallons of milk. 
The fact that milk 
contains 07 per cent of water was a 
su rprise to many who saw this ex ­ 
hibit. 
The illu stration impressed one 
forcibly of the large amou nt of wafer 
in the ex hibit, and the necessity of 
getting a high per cent of fat and sol­ 
ids in milk to make this a v alu able 
fo o d. 
Another featu re of the ex hibit was 
a corn germinator, which was in op­ 
eration. At ¡the sev eral stops the men 
in charge of the car hav e collected 
ears of corn, kernels of which were 
placed in the germinator. 
Men who 
v isited the ex hibit were asked to ex ­ 
amine the 
ears and 
decide as to 
whether they cou ld grow or not. Af­ 
ter their decision was giv en they were 
shown the actu al test in the germin­ 
ator. 
Many 
men who 
think they 
know corn were fooled on these ears 
and fou nd ou t, for once, that they 
cou ld not alway s tell an ear of corn’s 
v itality simply by looking at it. 
The Pu rdu e ex hibit 
was fu ll of 
good things along all lilies of agri­ 
cu ltu re, and any one who was ¡for­ 
tu nate enou gh to v isit the ear was! 
well repaid tor his time. 
Literatu re 
on the v ariou s lines 
was av ailable 
and the Pu rdu e bu lletins reached the 
hands of many farmers who did not 
know that su ch material was av ail­ 
able.

COOKING 
- 
Great System Perfected by M. 
Soyer, Famous London Chef. 


R E IN F O R C E D F IS H D IS H E S . 


By Martha McCulloch Williams. 
Fish is esp ecially good for brain­ 
workers, through sup p ly ing p hosp hor­ 
us, of which the brain stands alway s 
In need to rep air its own waste. But 
where fish comes frequently to table 
It ought to have the reinforcement of 
nitrogenous substances, such as milk 
and eggs. There are some fish dishes 
which are p articularly 
adap ted to 
p ap er bag cooking. 
Before undertak­ 
ing them it is well to have in hand 
« undry p ap er souffle cases. 
Though 
the fish are to be cooked in p ap er 
bags, a la Soy er, the cases make the 
cooking somewhat 
easier, and the 
serving very much more sightly . 
But rissoles or p atties require no 
cases. Fish p udding and fish custard 
can be cooked and served beautifully 
in shells of p astry , baked in a mold, 
then taken out, filled and slid into a 
p ap er bag. 
All the dishes 
require 
cooked fish, either baked or boiled. 
You can do either in the p ap er bag. 
For boiling, p ut in with the cleaned 
fish a tumbler of water, 
seal the 
greased bag, and cook in a hot oven 
fifteen to twenty qjinutes. Baking re­ 
quires less water and about the Same 
time in the oven. 
For fish custard, free the cooked 
fish from all skin and bone, cut up , 
but not too small, and season to taste 
with salt and black and red p ep p er 
with a grate of nutmeg if desired. Lay 
without p acking in a buttered souffle 
case and cover with a custard thus 
p rop ortioned: Beat two whole eggs 
and one extra y olk very light, add a 
p int of sweet milk and a p inch of salt. 
Beat all well together. 
Put the case 
in a bag, which will need but little 
greasing, seal and set in a very mod­ 
erate oven for half an hour. 
Make a 
p eep hole, look in and * * the custard 
is not firmly set, cook 
until it is. 
Serve very hot, garnished with curled 
p arsley . 
Begin fish rissole and 
p atties by 
making good p uff p aste. While it gets 
p rop erly cold, flake fine a p int of fish, 
freeing it of bone and skin. 
Season 
with butter, salt and p ep p er to taste 
and a very little finely minced onion. 
Roll the p aste rather thin and cut out 
circles with a saucer. Put a sp oonful 
of minced fish on half of each circle, 
fold over, p inch tight, brush 
over 
with beaten egg, then p ut in a bag 
with a lump of butter and cook i" a 
very hot oven for eight minutes. 
For p atties bake the p astry into 
tiny shells, fill them with the minced 
fish, sp rinkle on top grated 
cheese, 
slip in a bag and cook ten minutes in 
a moderate oven. These are not quite 
so rich as t the rissoles which are in 
effect fried in the bag. 
Fish tiinbale requires two cup s of 
cold fish, chop p ed fine or ground, one 
cup of cream sauce, a tablesp oon of 
butter, two fresh eggs, a little minced 
p arsley , and salt and p ep p er—both 
kinds—to taste. 
Mix the fish 
well 
with the sauce, beat in the 
butter, 
then add the eggs beaten very light, 
and mix all thoroughly . 
Put into a 
buttered souffle case, slip 
inside a 
bag, and cook 
in a very moderate 
oven half an hour. 
For fish 
p udding 
take a p int of 
boiled fish, grind it fine, add to it one 
and a half tablesp oonfuls of butter, 
half a tablesp oonful of flour, one tea­ 
sp oonful of salt, a quarter of a tea­ 
sp oonful of p ep p er, and the same of 
onion juice. 
Mix all well and set in 
hot water while y ou beat two eggs 


very light with half *a'cup 'of sweet 
milk. 
Pour the mixture on the fish 
and beat hard, keep ing it over the hot 
water. 
When it is hot through, p our 
it into the p rep ared bag, keep ing the 
shap e as round as p ossible, tie the 
bag-top together firmly , and set on a 
trivet, in a moderate oven for half 
an hour. 
This should set it firmly . 
Fish rolls are fine for breakfast or 
luncheon. 
Mince 
cooked fish fine, 
season well, and heat in a rich cream 
sauce along with the crumbs scoop ed 
from the hearts of breakfast rolls. 
Cut a thin slice from the top of the 
rolls before beginning to scoop them. 
Leave only the hard crust. 
Fill the 
rolls with the mixture, grate a little 
hard-boiled egg-y olk over them, seal 
in a p ap er bag, and crisp for seven 
minutes in a hot oven. 
P la c e d fish is not 
bey ond the 
p ap er bag. Get a half-inch oak p lank 
cut to a size to go easily inside a big 
bag. Make it very hot under the gas 
flame, butter it well, then lay on it 
the fish, cleaned, seasoned, buttered 
all over, and sp read as fiat as p os­ 
sible. 
Slip into a greased 
bag and 
cook for half to three-quarters of an 
hour in a hot oven. There should be 
a trivet under the bag the same as if 
it held no p lank. 
Make a p eep hole 
to find out if the fish is well done—it 
had better be nearly in the middle, 
so no gravy will be lost. 
Boiled fish, creamed, suits 
many 
p alates, esp ecially those 
of tender 
age. 
Let the fish get cold, free it of 
skip and bone, and then flake, but 
not fine. Put a lay er of it in the bot­ 
tom of a buttered souffle case, dot 
with bits of butter, dust with 
salt 
and cay enne, 
and 
add a few fried 
crumbs. Cover with cream sauce, up ­ 
on which sp read more fish. 
Keep on 
with the lay ers until the case is full. 
Then cover with a thick lay er of fried 
crumbs, squeeze a little lemon juice 
on, and bake inside a greased bag in 
a quick 
oven 
for fifteen minutes. 
Serve from the oase, and garnish 
with hard boiled egg.

New York, Feb. 27.—In connection 
with the day light robbery of $25,000 
from two messengers of the East River 
National bank in Trinity p lace on Feb. 
15. three men and two women are 
held 
at p olice headquarters. 
The 
men. one of whom is Geno Montani. 
the driver of the taxi, who was releas­ 
ed in the p olice court last week for 
lack of evidence, are charged with as­ 
sault and robbery . 
The women are 
held as witnesses. The p olice say they 
had nothing to do with the robbery , 
but one of them p articip ated in the 
swag. 
The p olice said that in the 
home of one of the p risoners in Bqston 
they had found $750 in the identical 
wrap p ers in which it had heeen deliv­ 
ered to the East River bank messen­ 
gers at the Prqduce Exchange bank. 
In addition, another of the trio under 
arrest say s that $2.000 of the $25,000 
is in a safety dep osit vault in the Bow­ 
ery bank under his name. 
At least 
two members of the quintet, and a 
woman who joined' them, went to 
Peekskill in a taxi and from there to 
Albany , where they sp ent Thursday 
night. 
The two men went on to Chi­ 
cago and the woman, known as Swede 
Annie, returned to this city on Friday . 
One of the men returned to this city 
on Sunday and he and Swede Annie 
were arrested at the Grand Central 
station as they were about to buy tick­ 
ets p resumably for the Pacific coast. 
Swede Annie's comp anion is Edward 
Kinsman, also known as Collins, who 
had the ambition to he a p rize fighter.

Resistance to Removal Proceeding» in 


the Dynamite Cases Is Not Causing 
Federal Officials Any Loss of Sleep, 
for They*Are Able to Point Out That 
There Are Thirty- two Indictments 


Against Each of the Defendants^ 


Indianap olis, Feb. 27.—There is no 
ap p arent worry ing on the p art of fed­ 
eral officials here concerning the ulti­ 
mate outcome, although there are ten 
cases of resistance to removal p roceed­ 
ings p ending in the dy namite cases, 
coming up in various districts 
this 
week. 
No p redictions are made in 
federal circles as to the results in any 
of the cases p ending, but it is known 
that the government has too many 
shots in its ammunition wagon to wor­ 
ry much about final results. 
There are thirty -two indictments 
p ending against every one of the fifty - 
four defendants. 
Arrests have been 
made on one indictment only , and in 
the event any of the defendants win 
out in the removal p roceedings now 
p ending, the government can have 
warrants issued on certified cop ies of 
other indictments, comp el the defend­ 
ants to give bond on other indictments 
and bring removal p roceedings on 
other indictments. 
An advantage of 
this is that the new p roceedings can 
be brought before other United States 
commissioners. 
The government’s end of the remov­ 
al p roceedings in the several districts 
where there is resistance 
is being 
looked after 
by the offices of the 
United States attorney s in those dis­ 
tricts, but there is a constant bom­ 
bardment of United States Attorney 
Miller’s office here with letters and 
telegrams p ertaining to the removal 
p roceedings.

ern part of the state have been due 
largely to severe weather in the win­ 


ter.

the peach has been known to with­ 
stand a temperature of 20 degrees 
below* zero. 
This, however, is en­ 
tirely too low a temperature for the 
commercial peach 
grower 
to 
feel 
comfortable 
about. 
Many 
peach 
crops have been lost in the central 
part of the state by the warm weath­ 
er in December starting the buds and 
developing them to a tender stage, so 
that they were readily killed by the 
severe weather later in the winter. 
“During the past season I conduc­ 
ted some experiments in an effort to 
prevent this winter injury. The work 
was done at several different pencil 
orchards iii the central part of the 
state, and the results were sufficient­ 
ly-encouraging to justify some men­ 
tion at this time, although they are 
by no means conclusive.

that were not so treated. 
A care­ 
ful count showed 
that 
both 
the 
sprayed and the unsprayed trees had, 
to start with, about the same num­ 
ber of living buds, so that the work 
represented a gain of practically IOO 
'or cent in the possible peach crop. 
“A different set of weather condi­ 
tions might change these results m a­ 
terially. so that under some circum­ 
stances the whitewashing might posi­ 
tively be a bad thing. 
For instance, 
the buds might be retarded and open 
just at a critical time and be caught 
by a late frost, while the trees that 
were not sprayed might have passed 
the critical period and 
the 
young 
peaches be left unharmed. Neverthe­ 
less I believe that the 
practice of 
whitewashing 
the peach tree is 
of 
sufficient value that it should be fur­ 
ther experimented with iii this state.” 
The remainder of the article by 
Mr. D ouglass is given over to a tech­ 
nical discussion of soils adapted to 
peach growing, and to treatment of 
peach tree diseases.

One is that the co rn was delayed in 
maturing o r dry ing last fall by the 
unusually wet weather 
during 
the 
mo nths o f September and Octo ber, 
and so was in po o r co nditio n to stand 
the severe freeze general o ver the 
State, which o ccurs o n first o f No ­ 
vember. The weather during the last 
two mo nths has been mo re 
severe 
than usual, and where the co rn has 
no t been pro perly pro tected its vi­ 
tality is pretty sure to be injured, de­ 
pending upo n the amo unt o f mo isture 
it ■contains. 
A few figures co nservatively made 
will sho w the value o f the germinato r. 
The labo r invo lved in testing eno ugh 
co rn to plant a 40 acre cro p sho uld 
no t amo unt to mo re than $3.00.

if the 40 acres wo uld 
average 
30 
bushels per acre with a stand o f 70 
per cent, that usually secured with­ 
o ut testing the seed, a stand o f 00

Bo sto n , Feb. 27 .—Co lo n el Ro o sev elt, 
who an n o un ced befo re leav in g New 
Yo rk th at his Bo sto n v isit was n o t a 
po litical o n e, jum ped in to the rin g 
w here his o ld h at has been fo r so me 
tim e, an d led o ff w ith a speech deliv ­ 
ered befo re the M assachusetts ho use 
o f represen tativ es. 
The talk to the 
legislato rs 
related to the 
co lo n el's 
Co lumbus speech, an d he en deav o red 
to m ake clear just w hat he m ean t by 
his utteran ces th ere o n “recalls.” 
He 
asserted th at he do cs n o t adv o cate the 
recall o f judges, but the recall o f leg­ 
islatio n to justice.

adv o cates is th a t in cases w here a law 
passed by th e legislativ e bo dy in the 
in terest o f th e gen eral w elfare o f the 
co m m un ity has been declared un co n ­ 
stitutio n al th a t the peo ple be giv en the 
right to pass fin al judgm en t o n the 
pro po sitio n .
